The Defendant, Paul R. Bays, through counsel, moves the Court pursuant 

to standard condition #3 of his release conditions for an order permitting Mr. 

Bays to leave the State of Arizona for pre-planned and pre-paid family vacation 

trips in June and July this summer for the following reasons: 

At the initial appearance on March 9, 2019 in the Cochise County Justice 

Court, No. 5 (Sierra Vista), Mr. Bays was ordered pursuant to “Standard 

Conditions of Release” #3, to “not leave the State of Arizona without written 

permission of the court.” 
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Rule 7.4(b)(1) of the Ariz. R. Crim. P. states that “a court may reexamine 
the conditions of release if the case is transferred to a different court or a motion 
alleges the existence of material facts not previously presented to the court. 

Mr. Bays is asking the Court to consider allowing him to depart the State of 
Arizona on June 8, 2019 until June 15, 2019 for a pre-planned and pre-paid scuba 
diving trip to Belize in Central America. This is an annual event for the scuba 
diving club that Mr. Bays has belonged to in Sierra Vista for many years. Mr. 

Bays is a certified scuba diver and instructor (Dive Master). See, Letter from Dr. 
Eric Brooks, Pro Tech Scuba, March 30, 2019, Appendix 1. 

Mr. Bays also plans to bring his 10 years old son, Cameron, with him on 
the trip to Belize. Mr. Bays paid for the airline reservations for this trip in January 
of this year. The American Airlines flights will depart and return to Tucson 
International Airport. Mr. Bays has pre-paid approximately $6,000 for 
airline/hotel reservations and preparations for the scuba diving outings with the 
other club members from Sierra Vista. See, Itinerary for Mr. Bays’ round-trip 
airline reservations from Tucson to Belize provided by American Airlines,

In addition, Mr. Bays pre-planned and pre-paid in December of 2018 to 
attend the State Bar’s CLE by the Sea between July 13 and July 17, 2019 at the 
Hotel del Coronado in Coronado, California. The hotel reservations alone for this 
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seminar were $2,577.54. Mr. Bays then plans to spend three days in Disneyland 
in Anaheim, California and return to Sierra Vista on July 20, 2019. Mr. Bays 
plans to take both of his children for this Calitomia law seminar/Disneyland 
vacation trip. See, reservations for the Hotel del Coronado, Appendix 3. 

Mr. Bays, age 60, is released on his own recognizance in this case. He has 
no prior criminal record and has been a practicing lawyer in Arizona primarily in 
Cochise County for over 25 years. It should be noted that following the March 8, 
2019 incident, Mr. Bays was permitted to take his children on a trip to Disneyland 
between March 17-24, 2019 with the consent of the prosecutor, the victim, and 
the Presiding Judge of Cochise County. 

The parties anticipate that a non-trial disposition will be reached in this 

case. 

The special prosecutor assigned to this case, Elizabeth Ortiz, has been 
advised of the Defendant’s request to depart the State as outlined above and after 
consulting with the victim, Ms. Ortiz has no objection to the Court allowing Mr. 
Bays to travel to Belize and to California in June and July this summer. 

WHEREFORE, based on the foregoing, the Court should consider 
permitting Mr. Bays to leave the State of Arizona for his pre-planned and pre¬ 
paid vacations this summer that are detailed above.
